At Sunrise Hospital, a frantic race to save lives

LAS VEGAS — Kevin Menes had 
prepared for this moment, when ter- 
ror came to his city and his hospital, 
but once it arrived he couldnt be- 
lieve it was true. 

A radio used to alert the hospital 
to incoming casualties was blaring. 
Menes strained to understand. He 
heard someone say, Prepare for a 
mass-casualty incident. 

“Hey, is this real?” Menes asked, 
turning to a police officer who was 
passing through the emergency 
room. Maybe it was another drill 
meant to look real, with fake blood 


and screaming actors. Or one more 
false alarm, one more night Sunrise 
Hospital prepared for a panic that 
never arrived. 

“Yeah, man,” the officer replied. 

Menes sprinted toward his car. 

Menes, 40, chose to work the 
weekend night shifts in Sunrise 
Hospital’s emergency room because 
they offered the greatest opportuni- 
ty to save a life, to see a person come 
into the hospital dead and leave it 
alive. He also volunteered as a medic 
with the Las Vegas Metropolitan Po- 
lice Department’s SWAT team and 
kept a police radio in his car. 

In the parking garage, he listened

He decries ‘witch hunt’ 
with charges looming

WASHINGTON - Republicans and 
Democrats waited anxiously for more 
details — which could come as soon as 
Monday — about potential charges in 
special counsel Robert Mueller’s in- 
vestigation into Russia’s interference 
in the presidential election and possi- 
ble collusion with President Trump’s 
associates. 

Just two days after reports that a 
grand jury approved the first charges in 
the federal investigation, Trump ap- 
peared ready for the other shoe to drop, 
taking to Twitter on Sunday to denounce 
the investigation, Democrats and his 
election opponent, Hillary Clinton. 

“All of this ‘Russia’ talk right when 
the Republicans are making their big 
push for historic Tax Cuts & Reform. 
Is this coincidental? NOT!” the presi- 
dent tweeted. 

The president said Republicans were 
angry that investigators were focusing 
on “phony Trump/Russia ‘collusion, 
which doesn’t exist” — rather than the 
Clinton campaign’s involvement in 
what he called a “Fake Dossier.” (Trump 
is referring to the infamous, and still un- 
verified, dossier that alleges ties be- 
tween Trump and Russia.)

Mysterious 
‘braid choppers’ 
terrorize India

SRINAGAR, KASHMIR — Shaqeela 
Sajad was sweeping the front porch 
this month when a masked man 
dressed in black forced a handker- 
chief over her nose and attacked her. 

“When I opened my eyes in the 
hospital, I found my braid had been 
hacked,” said Sajad, 24, who is preg- 
nant with her first child, from her 
home in Srinagar in India-adminis- 
tered Kashmir. 

These unknown “braid choppers” 
are creating a new type of terror in the 
hamlets and towns of the Himalayan 
Kashmir region, which has witnessed 
much bloodshed over the past three 
decades from a territorial conflict be- 
tween India and Pakistan. 

The new fear stems from an assail- 
ant or band of attackers who are drug-
